An article on modern dress 
designing could be presented in 
many and varied ways if it is to 
portray fully and truthfully the 
atmosphere that surrounds the 
creative side of women’s clothes.

_ WITH ART TREASURES.

Just beyond the traffic stress 
of Brompton-road, in the heart of 
fashionable Knightsbridge, Lon- 
don, a rich man_ lives a strange, 
almast monastic life. 

Dark, fervent Simon Nissim, 
nephew of the late Sir Jacob 
Sassoon, multi-millionaire, dwells 
‘alone in his six-storey mansion in 
Beautfort - gardens — dotes over 
treasures that have come from the 
world’s four corners, and are part 
of history. _- 
By profession he is a barrister. 
But for years he has lived in hig 
thirty-two-room home, cooking his 
own simple meals, doing nearly all 
the cleaning.

Pihsien ‘Situation 
F avourable To 
Chinese 


Hankow, To-day. 


Reports received here from the South Shantung 
front state that the fighting east and west of 
~—~the Tientsin-Pukow Railway continues but that 
there are only unimportant changes in the 


situation. 


An attack launched by the Chinese yesterday north | 
of Tancheng in-the direction of Linyi has so 
far been held up by the Japanese who rushed 
some men to the threatened part of the line 
from Linyi.as reinforcements. 


Attacks of the Japanese who 
are pressing forward towards 
Taierchwang from three direc-; 
tions, have likewise. been repelled 
by the Chinese. 

The Chinese continue: to offer 
extremely stubborn resistance to 
the enemy who consequently 
have been unable to make any 
headway in this sector, as well 
as at Pihsien where the Japanese 
made several attempts to break 
through the Chinese lines during 
the last few days. 


SITUATION FAVOURABLE 


The situation ‘at Pihsien at 
present is-rather favourable for 
the Chinese. West of the Tien- 
tsin-Pukow Railway, in the re- 
gion of Tsining, the Japanese are 
now apparently concentrating 
strong forces. 

»The Chinese estimate that at 


present—some—6;000 Japanes> 
troops are ' stationed at Tsining 
-end” about 3,000 at Nayangchen, 
and expect that further reinforce. 
ments will arrive in the near 
future. , 


SOUTHERN ACTIVITY 


South of the. Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway increased , Japanese. activ- 
ity is . again noticeable. _ The Ja- 
panese crossed the.
